U. S. DESTROYER 
ALREADY IN BRUSH 
ITH S 


Queenstown, May 16.—A eus of 
American torpedo boat destroyers has 
safely crossed the Atlantic and is pa- 
trolling the seas in war service. 

The American navy’s actual entry 
into the war zone has already been 
productive of a brush between a de- 
stroyer and a German underwater boat, 
according to an announcement by the 
British admiralty, but the result of it 
has not been made public. 

The destroyer squadron arrived in 
Queenstown after an uneventful voy- 
age across the Atlantic, but almost im- 
mediately after a formal exchange ef 
greetings with the British naval offi- 
cials put to sea for the hard work that 
is before it. 

A crowd of several hundred persons, 
some of them carrying tiny American 
lags, lined the water front and cheer- 
ed the destroyers from the moment 
they first sighted the flotilla until it 
reached the dock. The crowd cheered 
again when a few moments later the 
American senior officer came ashore 
to greet the British senior officer and 
Wesley Frost, the American consul, 
who had come down to the dock to 
welcome the flotilla. Everything was 
done in a simple, businesslike manner. 
There was an entire absence of for- 
mality. 

Ready for Business at Once. 

The commander of the British flo- 
tilla was waiting on board his ship 
and sent wireless greetings to the 
American units as soon as they hove in 
sight, steaming in a long line into the 
harbor. 

After the exchange of shore greet- 
ings and the British commander had 
congratulated the American officers on 
their safe voyage he asked: 

“When will you be ready for busi- 
ness?” 

“We can start at once,” the Ameri- 
can commander replied promptly.

“Iam not a demagogue,” he said, “but

An overwhelming vote rejected the 
proposal. Then Representative Sher- 
ley joined in support of the Lenroot 
Plan to add 25 per cent to the sched- 
ule of surtaxes on incomes over $40,- 
000. It carried 98 to 87 amid cheers. 

Representative Kitchin assailed all 
suggested income tax rate increases 
over the committee recommendation, 
insisting that support of such proposals 
came only from those who sought to 
serve certain interests and not to lower 
taxes generally. 

“I haven't hea?d anyone here object 
to the taxes on necessities,” he shout- 
ed. “The only taxes it is proposed to 
decrease are those on second-class mail 
matter, automobiles and other lux- 
uries.” 

Small Tax for Poor, Big for Rich. 

Representative Lenroot characterized 
the democratic leader’s remarks “in- 
genious,” but as failing to get away 
from the fact that the general 25 per 
cent increase would enable the house 
to strike out the freight, light and 
heat taxes. 

“These taxes would fall on every 
home,” he declared. “Our real interest 
here is to make the tax as small as 
possible on the poor men with fami- 
lies and make it as large as possible 
on those who are able to pay.” 

In opposing the proposed increases 
Representative Fordney said if taxes 
on the wealthy were put so high that 
they felt an injury was being done 
them they would evade the levy by 
passing dividends and other methods. 
He also pleaded against what he term- 
ed “class legislation,“ insisting that 
the rich were as patriotic as the poor.

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GERMANS VAINLY DYING 
IN DESPERATE ATTACKS 
ON ANGLO-FRENCH LINE 


Counter Attack After Coun- 

ter Attack Made in Arras 
and Aisne Sectors Re- 
pulsed With Very Heavy 
Losses. 


ITALIANS CONTINUING 
STRONG OFFENSIVE | 


Many Austrians and Guns 
Have Already Been Cap- 
tured—British Are Strik- 
ing in Macedonia and Mak- 
ing Notable Gains- 


New York, May -16.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Between Gavrelle and the Scarpe 
river in France the German forces 
have again made extraordinary counter 
attacks against positions taken from 
them recently by Field Marshal Haig’s 
men, but again the British inflicted ex- 
ceptionally heavy casualties on them 
and held their ground. At one point by 
numerically superior forces the Ger- 
mans made the British fall back, but 
returning to the fray, the British im- 
mediately repulsed: the Germans and 
recaptured their lost terrain. 

-Likewise, on the Aisne sector held by 


effectives in an endeayor to push back 
the line. At several places the French 
line bent under the impetus of the 
forceful offensive, but, like the British, 
the Frenchmen launched brilliant coun- 
ter attacks, which enabled them to re- 
take their lost ground 3 heavy 
losses on the Germans. 


ITALIANS MAINTAIN 
STRONG OFFENSIVE. 


The Italians are keeping up their 
strong offensive against the Austrians 
along the Isonzo front and have suc- 
ceeded in capturing several vantage 
points, including the villages of Zagora 
and Zagomila and carrying with great 
dash two mountain crests. 

The Austrians, apparently taken by 
surprise in the commencement of the 
offensive, now are striving with their 
artillery and infantry to hold the Ital- 
ian in check, but thus far, according to 
the Rome war office, they have met 
with no success. Prisoners to the num- 
ber of 3,375. among them ninety-eight 
officers, and guns, machine guns and 
war material, have been captured by 
the Italians. 

Both in Mesopotamia and in Mace- 
donia successes for the entente allies 
are recorded. In the latter theater the 
British in the Lake Dolran region have 
captured 6,000 yards of enemy trenches 
to a depth of 500 yards and in the 
Struma river sector another front of 
trenches of 3,000 yards. 

Again the weekly statement of Brit- 
ish shipping losses as a result of at- 
tacks by submarines or the striking 
of mines shows a goodly falling off 
from previous weeks, only twenty- 
three vessels having been lost last 
week, as against sixty-two, including 
fishing vessels, announced the prewious 
week. 


BLOODY REPULS 
GIVEN TQ GERMANS 
BY BRITISH TROOPS

The Germans receiyed a heavy check 
north of the Scarpe river today, where 
in massea formation they stormed this 
position which was recently won by 
the British. After a terrific bombard- 
ment lasting a considerable time, the 
German infantry came down the slopes 
of Greenland hill from the direction 
of Plouvain. 

The British artillery made the hill 
side look like a mushroom farm, bulbs 
of shell smoke sprouting up thickly 
over the entire field. achine guns 
streamed nickel missiles into the en- 
emy ranks on the front and in the 
flanks. Sheer weight and momentum 
carried the Germans beyond the Brit- 
ish outposts and even into, the cham- 
ical works themselves; but, like a rub- 
ber ball, the rebound was instanta- 
neous, and swiftly the defenders 
struck. After a short and hard fight 
the enemy was thrown out with heavy 
losses, leaVing the British establisheé 
more securely than ever. 

The fighting continued about Bulle- 
court, and a German partial success 
recently won there was wiped out. In 
the meantime the British strengthened 
their positions eastward toward Roeux 
and drew a mite closer to Lens. Here 
the Germans continue their work of 
wrecking the district. Buildings are be- 
ing blown up and machinery is being 
destroyed in order that the great 
mining center shall not furnish the 
slightest benefit to the allies when the 
Germans are finally forced to let go. ith

New York, May 16.—Captain Henry 
Rice, commander of the steamship Mon- 
golia, the first armed American vessel 
which had an encounter with a German 
U-boat, following ‘the declaration of 
war between the United States and 
Germany, was the guest of honor at 
a banquet here tonight. Lieutenant 
Bruce R. Ware, Jr., commander of the 
United States naval gunners on board 
the Mongolia, sat at the captain’s right. 

The story of how the Monoglia fired 
the first shot of the war for the United 
States was told by Lieutenant Ware.

CREDIT OF $45,000,000 
ALSO GIVEN BELGIUM 


Confidence Felt by United 

States That Russ Democ- 
racy Will Win and Prove 
Potent Factor Against Ger- 
many — Russian Factions 
Getting Together. 


Washington, May 16.—The United 

States today loaned Russia $100,000,000. 
The money was loaned, to be spent 

as needed, without stipulation or un- 
derstanding further than Russia stand 
back of the obligation, will make it 
good and will spend the money in this 
country under the supervision of a 
representative of the treasury depart- 
ment or a commission to be named dy 
the American government. 

The latter stipulation was made in a 
spirit of co-operation, without intend- 
ing to @mbarrass the Russian govern- 
ment or to curtail the purchasing 
powers, but with end in view that

In this respect Russia stands on an 
N footing with other entente gov- 
ernments to which the United States 
is making loans, the only distinction 
being that in application of the pro- 
gram Russia heads the list. Great 


Britain, France, Italy and other bene- 
ficiaries of American loans soon will 
follow, as plans mobilizing in Ameri- 
can banks all purchases to be made 
here by the allies is rapidly nearing 
completion. 

The purchasing board for all the 
allies, it was indicated tonight, may 
be in operation within a month. 

Today's loan to Russia, her first par- 
ticipation in the huge sum which the 
United States will lend the allies, was 
made, it was authoritatively stated, 
first to help the Russian government 
obtain supplies which she needs here 
and secondarily as an earnest manifes- 
tation to the Russian people that the 
United States places no credence in. ry- 
mors that Russia is contemplating a 
separate peace with Germany. 

$45,000,000 for Belgium. 

A credit of $45, 000,000 to Belgium 
also was established today by Secre- 
tary McAdoo, the sum to be withdrawn 


in six monthly installments of $7,500,- 
000 each. The transaction brought 
the total of sums advanced and credits 
established by the government to en- 
tente nations up to 3670, 000, 00 within 
the three weeks that have passed 
since President Wilson signed the war 
finance. law. 

In extending the credit to Belgium 
Secretary McAdoo made a brief ad- 
dress to the Belgian minister, in which 
he said: 

“I wish, on behalf of the American 
people, to assure you that it gives me 
a peculiar pleasure to render a service 
of this character, which we hope will 
be helpful to your country and largely 
mitigate, if not entirely eliminate, the 
sufferings of your people. We sincere- 
ly trust that it may be helpful in ena- 
bling you to restore Belgian independ- 
ence. I can assure you that the Amer- 
ican people are just ‘as deeply con- 
cerned in this as are the people of Bel- 
gium.“ 

Minister de Cartier, visibly affected, 
arose and extended his hand. In a 
voice that Mr. McAdoo himself could 
have hardly heard, the minister said: 

“I cannot express how deeply moved 
I am by your kind words.” 

He hesitated for some time, at a 
loss to continue. Finally, his hand 
still grasping the secretary’s, he whis- 
pered: “I speak for every Belgian 
heart when I say I thank you as well 
as I know how.”

Washington, May 16.—The conference 
report on the war army bill was adopted 
by the house without a record vote late 
today, after 2 Dent had 
announced that the gemite conferees 
had agreed to the house proposal in- 
creasing the pay of enlisted men. Final 
action must be taken by, the senate. 

The effect of the action was to direct 
an increase of the pay of the private 
soldier from the present $15 to $21 up 
to $30 to $36. The existing law pro- 
vides, in addition, a twenty per cent in- 
crease of pay for soldiers in foreign 
service. 

How Pay Will Range. 

The section regarding pay as agreed

ITALIANS CAPTURE 
3,375 AUSTRIANS, 
30 MACHINE GUNS 


Rome, May 16.—(Via London.) — The 
war office announced today that as a 
result of the offensive begun yester- 
day the Italians thus far have captured 
3,375 prisoners, a mountain battery and 
thirty machine guns. : 

The Italians have captured the wood- 
ed heights on the east bank of the 
Isonzo north of Gorizia. They have 
forced a passage of the river between 
Loga and Bombrez, capturing the lat- 


ter village. 

In the center of the fleld of attack 
the villages of Zagora and Zagomila 
were taken by the Italians. 

The official statement says:

Thanks to their 
ane our infantry, abil supe 
ported the artillery, succeeded in 
establishing themselves on the steep 
and wooded heights along the eastern 
bank of the Isonzo north of Gorizia,

„In the area east of Gorizia the Mes- 
sina brigade conquered Hill 174, north 
of Tivoli, which was strongly fortified 
and strongly held by the enemy, whose 
insistent counter attacks were all beat- 


en back. 

“The city of Gorizia yesterday suf- 
fered a heavy bombardment and some 
buildings were seriously damaged.

Finally the majority of the members 
decided it was best to entrust the min- 
istry of foreign affairs to Mr. Ter- 
eschtenko, while M. Kerensky was ap- 
pointed minister of war and marine. 

Having discussed the conditiong un- 
der which representatives of the coun- 
cil ot workmen’s and soldiers’ dele- 
gates would consent to enter the cabi- 
net, the provisional government de- 
cided today that it was unable to .ac- 
cept the first of these conditions.

One hundred or more ladies partici-

LABOR AND COAL. 


Organized labor of Atlanta has applied 
to the federal government for relief from the 
existing exorbitant prices of coal, as er- 
pressed in resolutions recently adopted by 


‘the Atlanta Typographical union and in an 


interview by Jerome Jones, prominently 
identified with the local Federation of Trades 
and editor of The Atlanta Journal of Labor, 
appearing elsewhere in this issue of The 
Constitution. a 

There can be no doubt that something 
is radically askew in our domestic machin- 
ery or prices of coal—and for that matter 
many other commodities listed as necessi- 
ties—would not be as they are, at least 
without the cause therefore being apparent. 

Why coal is so high in Atlanta, situated 
as Atlanta is in close proximity to almost 
limitless coal beds, has not been satisfac- 
torily explained. Existing conditions with 
reference to neither labor at the mines, 
transportation nor demand, nor all of them 
combined, do not offer the required solution, 

The matter has very properly been 
placed before the federal trades commission, 
which body should be able to find the pre- 
cise cause ani apply the remedy. 

In these matters the general public, like 
the labor unions, is looking to the govern- 
ment for relief and protection. It speaks 
well for the people that they go about the 
thing in this way. If the government is 
without the necessary machinery to supply 
the people the relief which they demand and 
which they deserve, such machinery must be 
supplied.

It is admitted that the question is a 
close one, and some very able lawyers are 
said to differ very materially about it.

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Battle babies are much more frequently 
subject to constipation than breast fed ba- 
bies, because the bottle doesn’t contain 
enough fat. A baby’s natural nutriment con- 
tains perhaps & per cent of fat. Any substi- 
tute which is shy of that amount, and most 
of — — are pretty sure to is likely to 
constipate, to say — Sate of rickets and obe- 
sity and other effects o ge feeding. 

The nearest imitation of nature’s ba 2 
food is modified cow’s milk. The cow’s mil 
requires modification at first because, while 
it contains none too much cream or milk sug- 
ar, it does contain a larger proportion of pro- 
tein than human milk, and this protein is 
less easily digested than the protein of hu- 
man milk. erefore we dilute cow’s milk 
with water or with some thin cereal water, 
for a very young baby. But we do not wish 
to reduce the amount of fat and sugar in the 
food below the standard of human's milk, so 
we add to the diluted cow's milk some milk 
sugar, and, especially if the infant is con- 
stipated, some fresh cream. That makes our 
product more like human milk. 

Babies are commonly started on a habit 
of constipation by the unwarranted adminis- 
tration of castor oil in the early days, and 
castor oil is notorious for its binding effect 
—which is the reason why it is such a good 
remedy in acute diarrhoea. The administra- 
tion of the first dose of physic to a 1 L 
a very serious matter which should be left 
to the judgment of the physician and not

The use of oatmeal water instead of plain 
water or lime water for diluting cow’s milk 
is helpful in mild constipation. In babies 
more than two months old, if necessary, very 
thin and well-cooked oatmeal gruel may 
fed occasionally. In babies more than six 
months old, beef, mutton or chicken broth 
should be o— daily, or a little mashed po- 
tato, especially if there is constipation. 

The use of fresh fruit juices of any kind 
is helpful in doses of a teaspoonful or two 
twice a day apart from feeding time, in ba- 
bies three months old or over. inally minc- 
ed stewed fruit should be given to babies of 
six months or over freely for constipation. 
Apple sauce, for instance. 

Sugar is laxative in effect. Milk sugar is 
the only sugar for babies under three months, 
but after three months cane sugar is alt right 
for sweetening the bottle and for feeding in 
or on other food. e large amount of sugar 
in many popular laxative remedies for babies 
is not without on. 

When children show a tendency to chron- 
ic constipation cathartic drugs should be 


avoided unless by the physician’s advice. 


Instead of rushing the castor oil bottle 
into the picture, a free use of mineral oil 
(liquid petrolatum) is preferable. A teaspoon- 
ful of this lubricant (not physic) may be giv- 
en to a baby a week old several times a day if 
necessary.

MAJOR R. B. POWERS

U. S. DEPOT WILL NEED 


Following the interview with Major Rob- 
ert B. Powers, depot quartermaster at At- 
lanta, in which he stated that the supply 
depot located here would be in position, 
under certain conditions, to contract directly 
with farmers and canning clubs for supplies, 
the depot quartermaster’s office has issued 
a statement setting forth more explicitiy 
just what dealings the depot may have with 
the farmers and under what conditions. 
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The former publication aroused a general 1 


interest among the farmers and brought 
inquiries to the quartermaster’s office, some 
of which indicate some misunderstanding as 


to what the depot is in position to do. The 


following statement makes clear just how 
the depot will be able to deal with the farm-

LOCAL MEN NOT BLAMED 
FOR HIGH COAL PRICES 


Editor Jerome Jones, of Jour- 
nal of Labor, Tells of 
Results of Probe. 


That facts gathered upon recent in- 
vestigations tend to show that there 
ie no apparent reason for the high 
price of ‘coal now being asked by the 
mines for their product was expressed 
in an interview here Wednesday with 
Jerome Jones, editor of The Journal 
of Labor. 

Mr. Jones does not lay the unprece- 
dented rise in the price of this com- 
modity at the door of the retail dealer, 
but finds that prices for coal at the 
mines have increased heavily, while 
prices for labor at the mines have not 
increased to any great extent, and 
transportation rates have remained 
about the same over a long period. 
Further investigations are being con- 
ducted and the results will be made 
public. 


Not After Dealers. 

“There are those of opinion that The 
Journal of Labor and organized labor 
is ‘after the coal dealers,“ said Mr. 
Jones. “This is a mietake:* we are 
after the price of Gal; we do not be- 
lieve local’ dealers are responsible for 
the present prices. We know that coal 
at retail in Atlanta on July 15, 1915, 


gee run of the mine to 34.50 634.75 
for Jellico lump. We also know that 
Tennessee run of the mine is now 
costing for labor—that is, all expenses 
for mining, removing to surface and 
loading on the cars—within $1.25 per 
ton. Likewise we know that this ‘la- 
bor cost’ has increased not over 12% 
cents a ton In two years. Similarly we 
know that freight rates have not in- 
creased. That's where we stand on 
exact knowledge today. The Journal 
of Labor will be in receipt of all the 
facts soon—whether there is a short- 
age of cars, which railroad men deny;

which miners deny, or whether there 
is a ‘conspiracy in restraint of trade.’ 
This information we will place before 
the federal grand jury, if possible. To- 
day we are presenting the case of the 
people to the federal trades commis- 
sion, and to the consumers of Atlanta. 
Resolution by A. T. U. 

“As far as labor is concerned, the 
accompanying resolution has been 
adopted by the Atlanta Typographical 
union and the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades. It was conceived by The Jour- 
nal of Labor as part of a campaign to 
compel a reduction of coal rates. 

“The resolution follows: 

Whereas, the federal trade commission 
has officially declared that present retail 
prices of coal are unwarranted and has ad- 
vised and counseled the public not to indulge 
in a “huying panic;”’ 

Whereas, the retail price of coal in At- 
lanta is now higher than ever known and 
the public is informed by certain dealers 
that even the present high prices will be 
increased as the summer advances; and 

Whereas, the said federal trade commis- 
sion has specifically declared that wage in- 
creases now in force in the coal mining 
industry will not exceed from 24 Gents to 
30 cents per ton, and that if purchases are 
made only for current use there will be 
small chance for speculators to fleece the 
public; therefore, be it 

Resolved, by the Atlanta Typographical 
union, That we earnestly urge our members 
and citizens generally to refrain from buy- 
ing coal at present extortionate prices, rely- 
ing upon the government to exercise its 
powers to furnish the people with fuel when 
the meed thereof becomes imperative. 

Resolved further, That the delegates to 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades are in- 
structed to offer and urge the Passage of 
these resolutions at the next meeting of the

Then came dinner—and if ever a meal 
received the full attention of the men in 
training, that one did. 

The afternoon was devoted to more 
drilling and more study under the in- 
structors, during which time the men 

ave particular attention to signal 
practice. With books placed against 
some convenient tree and held by a 
board, each man by himself attempted 
to learn the alphabet—and in many 
cases succeeded. After some time de- 
voted to this the men were again as- 
sembled in company streets for more 
instruction in the use of the rifle, then 
retreat sounded and each company 
came to parade rest during the cere- 
mony. Although the retreat on the 
drill ground, many yards away, was 
probably a prettier formation and cere- 
mony, due to the band and the national 
anthem, which was played as Old Glory 
descended for the night, it was no more 
impressive. Three buglers assigned to 
the training camp blew retreat and the 
same silence, the same salute and the 
same impressiveness prevailed. 

Then came a period of a few minutes 
during which the men had occasion to 
rest a bit before preparing for supper. 
Soon the mess call sounded and again a 
full meal received proper attention. 
Another rest period of slightly more 
than an hour preceded the call to study 
and from 7:30 until 9:30 books held 
the full attention of the men. At 9:45 
came the call to quarters and at 10 
o’clock taps sounded, closing the. busiest 
and the most pleasant day yet spent by 
the hundreds in camp. 

Announcement was made Wednesday 
to the effect that the men, formerly 
designated as “students,” are now to 
be known as candidates.“ 

Saturday night the men will be allow- 
ed to leave the camp and go to the 
city and spend Sunday there. Durin 
the other days of the week there wi 
be no permit issued to the men un- 
less for emergency reasons.

The secretary states that while the de-

“British passengers on board a steam- 
er bound for a British port under the 
protection of an American torpedo de- 
stroyer, send their hearty greetings 
to her commander and her officers and 
crew and desire to express their keen 
appreciation of this practical co-opera- 
tion between the government and peo- 

les of the United States and the Brit- 
sh ire, o are now fighting to- 
gether for the freedom of the seas.”

On arriving in Queenstown some of 
the members of the crew of the destroy- 
ers were granted relief shore leave. 
They were fairly made captivees by the 
townspeople, who insisted on taking 
them to their homes, where they plied 
the sailors with good things to eat 
and drink. They were the first Ameri- 
can naval men seen in these ports for 
many years.and they were bombarded 
with questions concerning the happen-., 


‘relatives there. 

As they wandered through the streets 
the Americans observed the Stars and 
Stripes flying from many buildings. 
They were told that these were hoisted 
to celebrate the entry of the United 
States into the war and had been left 
there as an honor to the American 
sailors whom they had been expecting. 


WARSHIPS MANNED 
BY PICKED CREWS, 
SAYS WASHINGTON 


Washington, May 16.—Formal an- 
nouncement that American destroyers 
manned by picked crews have carried 
the flag into the war zones of Europe 
and are operating against German sub- 
marines with British and French war 
vessels was made tonight by Secretary 
Daniels after the news had come from 
London. The number and names of the 
vessels were not disclosed. It was 
made clear, however, that the fighting 
power of the nation was to be ex- 
erted to its utmost to stamp out the 
U-boat menace. 

The secretary’s statement follows: 

“United States naval vessels have 
been operating with the allied naval 
n Buropean waters since May 


4. A number of destroyers sailed from 

American ports in the latter part of 
April and all arrived at their destina- 
tion without accident or delay of any 
kind. They were ready for operations 
when they arrived and went into serv- 
ice immediatel 

“The United tates vessels are under 
command of Rear Admiral Sims, who 
went to England and France several 
weeks ago to arrange for active co- 
operation between the naval forces of 
the United States and those of the oth- 
er nations at war with Germany. Plans 
formulated after reports from Rear 
Admiral Sims, made as a result of his 
conferences with the British and 
French admiralties, are now being ef- 
fectuated. 

“It has ‘been the purpose of the Unit- 
ed States navy to give the largest 
measure of assistance to the other 
countries at war with Germany that 
is consistent with the full and complete 
protection of our own coasts and terri- 
torial waters. 

“The navay department has received 
no reports that engagements have oc- 
curred between the United States ves- 
gels now in Puropean waters and the 
vessels of the enemy.” 

The department is guarding closely 
its plans for sending other craft than 
destroyers into the 1 zones. 
There can be — question, owever, 
that every element of the fleet that 
can aid in the fight will be used to its 
utmost.

HAILS AMERICAN FLEET. 


London, May 16.-—Vice Admiral Sir 
David Beetty, commander of the Brit- 
ish grand fleet, has sent the follow- 
ing message to Admiral Henry T. Mayo, 
commander of the United States At-

“The grand fleet rejoices that the 
Atlantic Siet will now share in pre- 
serving the liberties of the world and 
maintaining the chivalry of the sea.” 

Admiral ayo replied: 

“The United States Atlantic fleet 
appreciates the messages from the 
British fleet and welcomes.opportuni- 
ties for work with the British fleet 
for the freedom of the seas.’
